TWENTY ' THOUSAND IS THE AC- 
CEPTED ESTIMATE. 


MORE REPUBLICAN FRAUDS, 


Counselor Marshall’s Interpretation of 
the Law Causes Trouble to For- 
eign-Born Citizens. 


The second day’s registration began at 
8 a. m. Saturday. There was no such rush 
as characterized the first day’s work. Tues- 
day there was a crowd waiting in every 
booth, but this was the case in only a 
few Saturday. F 

‘From the reports sent to the Board the 
total for the day will not exceed 20,000. This 
is less than one-fourth of the army regis- 
tered on Tuesday. 

If the estimate for Saturday is correct it 
will make the total for tae two days 103,704, 
with another day left for additions. 

From the activity shown by the Demo- 
cratic leaders Saturday morning the im- 
pression prevailed that the bulk of the reg- 
istering was being done by Democrats. 
Friday and Friday night the courts natur- 


alized hundreds of Democrats and supplied 
others with certified copies of missing 


papers. 

The registration offices had not been open 
half an hour before the telephone in the 
election department began ringing and the 
balance of the day the Commissioners were 
busy answering questions. 

The decision of Counselor Marshall that 
poverty was no valid reason for not having 
a certified copy of naturalization papers 
caused trouble. The judges were led to be- 
lieve that when a man did not have the 
money to send to New York or some other 
place for a certified copy of his lost pa- 
pers and made affidavit to that fact he 
was entitled to register under the law. 
Two or three hundred such registrations 
were made Tuesday and others were at- 
tempted Saturday. 

The judges called up the Election Board 
and were told that the City Counseler, who 
was the legal adviser of the board, had de- 
cided. that financial inability was no ac- 
ceptable reason for not presenting popers 
or copies by alien citizens. Such applicants 


were refused and accordingly there was a 
) 1 


howl in some quarters. 

One German citizen who said he was for 
McKinley was warm on the subject. He 
said he had fought to preserve the Union 
and thought his army discharge papers were 
sufficient. He was told the Republican 
Central Committee would pay for his papers 
but he said he would rather not vote than 
permit any politician or set of politicians 
to buy him a copy of his naturalization 
papers. 

An elderly man with a Hibernian accent, 


| whose conversation indicated that he was 


for Bryan, registered an emphatic protest. 
He said he was naturalized forty years ago, 
but had lost his papers. He had written 
to the Clerk of the Court which had natural- 
izéd him several times, but could not get 
an answer. He was willing to pay for the 
copy, but did nct have the means to take 
a trip to the Atlantic seaboard to get the 
credentials, 

There were other complaints, but most 
of them were straightened out, so the appli- 
cants could be registered. 

The judges of registration were not fully 
informed on the new law, which, by the way, 
is full of complications. In a case where 
they were in doubt with a disposition to ac- 
cept the affidavits of inability to furnish 
naturalization papers or copies, they sent 
the applicants to the Election Board. In 
such instances they are required to furnish 
the applicant with a note signed by a Dem- 
ocratic and a Republican official, They over- 
looked this requirement in nearly every in- 
stance, and to guide them correctly the 
Board sent out fifteen deputies to visit every 
office and further instruct the judges. 

here are legal authorities who differ 
with Counselor Marshall's interpretation 
of the law so far as valid reasons for not 
roducing papers or copies is concerned. 
he point may come before the Circuit 
Ju when they sit to hear appeals from 
applicants who have been refused registra- 


tion. 

When the ee is completed next 
Tuesday the clerks in each precinct will 
have to take the lists and make a thorough 
canvass. If the paries registered do not live 
at the numbers from which they are regis- 
tered their names will be stricken from the 


rolls. 

After the precinct officials are through 
correcting the lists, the Board of Election 
Commissioners must sit two days to hear 
applications to have names stricken off 
which escaped the vigilance of the precinct 
officials. The Board will do this work Oct. 

and 28, and it will have to investigate 
every name to which objection is made. 

The final review is made by the judges. 
They sit Oct. 30 and 31 and will hear appeals 
from those whose names were refused or 
were unjustly scratched off the lists. 

The Democratic committee is daily re- 
ceiving reports of illegal registrations en- 
gineered by Uncle Filley’s lieutenants and 
are carefully conducting an investigation 
and compiling all the evidence. A case un- 
der examination comes from the Twenty- 
second Ward. In a back alley house where 
but two reoms are occupied there are ten 
colored men who claim the right to vote. 

Before the registration began but two of 
them lived at that number. 

There are additional cases discovered in 
the Fifteenth Ward. The plan is to spot 
every case and in dug time have the names 
stricken off and the offenders prosecuted.

Rosebery Says Great Britain Cannot 


Act Alone and Is Bound to 
Aveid War: 


EDINBURGH, Scotland, Oct. 10.—Lord 
Rosebery, the ex-Premier, who announced 
his retirement from the leadership of the 
Liberal party.a few days ago, gave his 
views of what should be the country’s 
attitude toward Turkey, before a large 
audience in the Empire Theater last night. 


Lord Rosebery said, in part, that he

in Great Britain on behalf of Armenia be- 
cause it would convince foreign Govern- 
ments of Great Britain’s unselfishness and 
integrity, and would strengthen the hands 
of the Government, but the present agita- 
tion, Lord Rosebery pointed out, differed 
from Mr. Gladstone’s Bulgarian agitation. 

After referring to the unspeakable Gov- 
ernment of Turkey Lord Rosebery pointed 
out that party measures would not suf- 
fice. The whole Eastern question, he said, 
was raised. 

In dealing with the various remedies pro- 
posed his Lordship said: ‘“The mere deposi- 
tion of the Sultan would be no remedy, as 
the system, and not the man, must be 
tackled. More, this would be impossible 
without a concert of the Powers, and if the 
latter were attained it would be better to 
call upon it to deal with the larger issue 
involved. The proposal to withhold the 
Cyprus tribyte is impracticable, as this is 
paid to the Bultan’s creditors and not the 
Sultan, and it would be like tickling the 
tortoise’s back to make it 11

For the last 
twenty years you have been laying hands 
with frantic eagerness on every available 
and desirable tract of territory. the amount 
thus brought into your possession or sphere 
of influence in the last twelve years is

Or will the makers and sellers 
of these things charge their customers 
double the labor cost and by paying their 
workmen only the old wages so enormously 
increase their profits? They would be foolish 
to oppose free coinage if they could do 
this, for doubling the price of a ton of 
steel rails to $50 would, acco to Mr. 
Ingersoll, mean $3 for the 
and $47 for wages and this would mean 
either the whole amount to the workmen 
or an additional profit of $23.50 to the 
manufacturer. A 6-cent loaf of bread raised 
to 10 cents would mean 2-3 of a cent for 
wheat and 9 1-3 to labor or an additional 
profit of 4 2-3 cents to the makers, and s0 
on all through the list of articles.
